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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
28, 2009, has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10 remain pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Claims 1-5 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on September 19, 
2009. 

Response to Arguments 

4. The rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC 112, 2 nd Paragraph, is withdrawn upon 
further consideration. It is clear that, while the standard mesh size depends upon the ink 
utilized, according to the disclosure at page 7, lines 13-18 of the specification, that such 
a value is readily obtained from the ink's manufacturer. 

5. The prior art rejection is maintained. It remains the Examiner's position that mesh 
size is a result-effective variable that one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
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optimized by routine experimentation to give any desired result. Applicant has provided 
no evidence of unexpected results demonstrating the criticality of the claimed mesh size 
range. In fact, Applicant's disclosure merely discloses the determination of optimum 
working mesh sizes and ascribes nothing unexpected to the range, reinforcing the 
Examiner's position that the mesh size is result-effective. 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 6-8 and 10, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

A. The mesh number of 45 to 75, is not fully supported by the originally filed 
disclosure. There is no evidence that the range of 180 to 225 corresponds to the 
end points of % and 1/3, respectively. 

B. In light of the above response in paragraph 4, it is the Examiner's position 
that the claims are sufficiently definite in reciting "a mesh size of 1/4 to 1/3 of the 
mesh number specified for ordinary screen printing of said ink." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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9. Claims 6-8 and 10 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Saint Victor (US 6,21 1 ,308 B1 ) in view of Tugwell (US 4,037,008 A). 

A. These references are applied herein again for the same reasons as set 
forth in the prior Office actions. 

B. The amendment to claim 6 merely incorporates and re-phrases the 
subject matter of previously pending claim 9, which was also rejected under this 
heading.
